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For  years  the  only  record  of  college  life,  outside  of 
the  Student,  has  been  the  old  HOWLER  of  the  tree 
bulletin-board.  About  once  a  month  throughout 
the  collegiate  year,  the  students  gather  around  the 
tree  and  read  THE  HOWLER.  And  though 
everything  is  represented  in  a  jocular  way,  yet  a 
fairly  good  record  of  the  happenings  in  and  about 
College  is  pictured  here.  It  was  clean,  and  if  any 
one  was  offended,  it  was  because  the  truth, 
represented  in  verse  or  picture,  went  home  to  him. 
We  admit  that  some  things  about  the  HOWLER 
were  not  commendable;  but  college  life  had  to  be 
pictured  in  some  way,  and  here  it  found  an  outlet. 
To  supply  the  need  which  the  old  HOWLER  was 
supposed  to  fill,  we  have  gotten  out  the  new 
HOWLER.  To  the  jocular  sayings  and  verse  we 
have  tried  to  add  more  dignity  and  strength,  and 
have  made  it  more  worthy  of  support. 

Yet  the  new  hOWLER  is  really  an  offspring  of  its 
older  namesake,  the  old  HOWLER.  Bound  and 
printed,  it  has  its  origins  in  the  paper  which  used 
to  be  placed  on  the  tree,  "published  on  the  dark  of 
the  moon  by  the  Sophomore  Class,  and  devoted 
to  the  interests  of  the  Fresh,  Faculty,  and  Fools." 

Introduction  to  The  Howler,  1903,  Volume  I 


With  a  howl  of  timidity,  we  first  appear  before  the 
public.  /4s  we  make  our  first  howl,  we  are  blinded 
by  the  glare  of  public  criticism,  as  the  new-born 
infact  is  blinded  by  the  light  of  the  sun.  With  fear 
and  trembling  do  we  present  to  the  public  this 
volume.  Even  before  we  go  to  press  do  we  hear 
the  ominous  roars  of  popular  opinion.  But  was 
there  anything,  no  matter  how  perfect,  that  was 
not  criticised?  So,  although  we  do  not  claim 
perfection,  yet  we  ask  our  friends  to  skip  lightly 
over  our  failings,  and  dwell  on  whatever  seems 
good  in  their  eyes. 

Many  things  have  been  omitted.  We  should  like  to 
start  back  in  August,  with  the  greetings  and  yells 
and  society  leggings;  to  come  on  through  the  fall, 
noting  every  detail;  then  on  to  Thanksgiving,  when 
Richmond  wrested  the  cup  from  us  on  the 
oratorical  arena,  and  so  on  to  Christmas  and  the 
merry  holidays,  noting  the  trials  and  tribulations  of 
examination  time.  In  the  spring,  gladly  would  we 
make  like  records.  With  the  quiet  month  of 
January  lead  up  to  the  merrymaking  of 
anniversary;  and  then  speak  of  baseball,  which 
overtops  everything  else  in  the  minds  of  the 
students  during  the  spring  months;  with  a  closing 
account  of  commencement  and  the  sad 
leave-takings.  But  space  does  not  allow  all  these 
things.  Many  things  we  could  tell,  many  things 
could  be  unfolded  to  the  world,  for  the  year  has 
been  full  of  eventful  happenings,  and  to  record 
them  would  take  volumes  as  massive  as  those 
required  to  hold  the  formulas  for  compounds  of 
carbon.  Even  a  brief  account  of  the  elections  of 
the  session,  with  the  hosts  of  “leggers, "  would  fill 
volumes,  for  every  office  has  been  hotly 
contested,  and  there  is  hardly  a  man  in  College 
who  has  been  "legged"  time  and  time  again.

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“Engaging  Minds,  Empowering 
Communities"  was  the  theme  for  the 
2009  Wake  Forest  University  Opening 
Convocation,  which  was  held  on 
September  1 7th  in  Wait  Chapel. 
Provost  Jill  Tiefenthaler  used  the  oc¬ 
casion  to  recognize  students,  faculty 
members,  and  community  partners 
for  their  empowerment  of  others 
through  service,  internships,  service 
learning  courses,  or  community- 
based  research  over  the  past  year.

He 
followed  by  three  other  well-received 
acoustic  solos.  However,  Harper  did¬ 
n't  just  stick  to  old  favorites.  He  and 
the  Relentless  7  also  played  tracks 
“Feel  Love,”  “Broken,"  “Skin  Thin," 
and  “Rock’n  Roll  Is  Free”  from  their 
upcoming  album  Give  ‘Til  It’s  Gone. 
Harper  even  displayed  his  instru¬ 
mental  talent  with  a  song  played  on 
his  lap  steel  guitar.  The  band  closed 
'  with  a  five  song  encore 
Please  me  Like  You 
on  Omen,"  “Rock’n 
Roll  Is  Free, "  "Serve  Your  Soul,  ”  and 
a  lively  cover  of  Queen’s  “Under 
Pressure."  After  completing  two  full 
sets,  Harper  performed  a  short  en¬ 
core  for  fans.

Wake  Forests  chapter, 
Pi  Delta,  was  colonized  in  January 
2004  and  officially  installed  on 
March  19,  2005.

Their  na¬ 
tional  project,  supported  by  both 
college  and  alumnae  chapters,  is 
assistance  to  the  speech  and  hear¬ 
ing  impaired.

There  are  often 
co-rec  leagues  for  men  and  wo¬ 
men  to  play  on  the  same  teams, 
graduate  and  faculty  leagues, 
and  leagues  for  fraternities  and 
sororities.  In  the  fall,  students 


can  choose  from  seven  sports 
including  the  ever  so  popular 
and  competitive  flag  football, 
water  polo,  table  tennis,  indi¬ 
vidual  tennis,  soccer,  volleyball, 
and  dodgeball.  In  the  spring 
semester,  students  can  play 
basketball,  indoor  soccer,  bowl¬ 
ing,  softball,  inner  tube  water  po¬ 
lo,  racquetball  and  team  tennis. 
A  new  summer  program  has 
been  added  for  those  students 
who  find  themselves  needing  to 
escape  from  the  pressures  of 
summer  session  classes.  During 
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session  I,  students  can  sign  up 
or  3  on  3  basketball,  and  during 
session  II,  they  can  make  use  of 
he  campus  sand  volleyball 
courts.  A  four-person  scramble 
style  golf  tournament  was  held 
luring  each  semester  and  prizes 
vere  generously  donated  by  the 
'arsity  Golf  team. 

'tudents  can  choose  from  over 
V  club  sport  teams  including 
asketball,  baseball,  softball,  ice 
ockey,  tennis,  soccer,  and 
jgby.  Each  Club  Sport  team  is 
chartered  student  organization 


run  and  administered  by  Wake 
Forest  students,  with  the  most 
succesful  clubs  being  those  with 
committed  student  leaders. 
These  teams  offer  people  a 
chance  to  continue  their 
non-varsity  athletic  careers  in  a 
competitive  setting,  but  also  al¬ 
low  people  to  try  out  a  new 
sport,  too.  The  activities  that  the 
club  sport  teams  provide  range 
from  the  very  competitive,  which 
travel  and  play  intercollegiately, 
to  the  recreational  and  instruc¬ 
tional,  which  conduct  activities 


such  as  basic  skill  instruction.  In 
the  first  group,  members  partake 
in  a  rigorous  practice  schedule 
and  even  have  the  chance  to 
participate  in  national  club 
championships.  The  Club  Sport 
Union  is  an  organization  which 
is  made  up  of  representatives 
from  all  of  the  club  sport  teams.
